WEST  COAST  TRAFFIC  SITUATION,  WF.FK  4  ,1986-87 


CAR  LOAD  INC  PROGRAM:  The  fourth  week  of  the  1986-87  crop  year  once  again  called  for  a 
rather  small   leading  program  of   1,341   cars,  705  of  which  were  for  Board  grains  and  636  for 
non-Boards . 

LOADS  ENROUTF:   Loads  on  wheels  enroute  to  the  West  Coast  declined  very  slightly  to  an 
average  of  8,153  cars  this  week.     By  Friday,  however,  this  figure  was  down  to  7,880  cars. 

CARS  ON  HAND:  Cars  available  for  unloading  at  West  Coast  sidings  and  yards  increased 
slightlv  to  an  average  of  2,137  cars,  peaking  on  Tuesday  at  2,269  cars. 

STOCKS  IN  STORE:   Grain  stocks  at  West  Coast  decreased  once  again  by  Friday  of  week  4,  with 
Prince  Rupert  being  the  benefactor.     Stocks  in  the  Prince  Rupert  terminal  were  down  to 
139,417  tonnes,  with  94,336  tonnes  of  wheat,  45,036  tonnes  of  barley  and  45  tonnes  of 
rapeseed/canola .     Vancouver  stocks  increased  very  slightly  to  433,397  tonnes  with  300,601 
tonnes  of  wheat,  90,530  tonnes  of  barley,  35,213  tonnes  of  rapeseed/canola,  3,884  tonnes 
of  flax  and  3,169  tonnes  of  rye. 

CAR  UNLOADS:   Rail  cars  of  grain  unloaded  at  the  West  Coast  improved  slightly  from  last 
week,   though  still  remained  rather  low  at  1,931  cars.     The  majority,   1,234  cars,  were  from 
CN  lines  of  which  285  were  unloaded  at  Prince  Rupert. 

SHIP  REPORT:  As  the  week  closed,  4  vessels  were  loading  at  Vancouver  and  2  were  waiting  at 
that  pert.  There  were  no  vessels  at  Prince  Rupert.  A  total  of  147,762  tonnes  were  loaded 
to  vessels  at  the  West  Coast  with  45,706  tonnes  being  at  Prince  Rupert. 

CLEARANCES :  This  week's  clearances  at  153,236  tonnes  were  down  from  last  week.     A  total  of 
8  vessels  cleared  the  West  Coast,  2  of  which  embarked  from  Prince  Rupert  with  66,706 
tonnes .
